AN EXTENSIVE CAVE

Revealed by a Blast Near Wheel- 
ing, W. Va. J 

, 

It U n«»1if*Tr<l m Natural Wondrr Worth 

Ksplorlng Han Item DUcovored. 

Recently an extenaion was built to j 
tbe IVheeling and Elm Grove railroad, 

. and at a point four miles from Wheel- ' i 
in- W. Va, on the banks of IVbeoUng 
crook, in blasting away a ledge of lime- 
stone, a considerable opening was ro- 
Yoaled In the grounA One of the work- ' 

men climlied down in the hole with a i 

torch, and found at the end of a comnio- j ; 
dious pAssagn twenty feet long a roomy < 
cave. A party of two explored the cave i 
on the 21st. They found the large ! i 
room was but the vestibule of the cav- j 
ern, which consists of a series of dome- | 
shaped chambers. Roof and floor are of i 
smooth limestone. Three of these rooms \ 
were entered, tho largest measuring 58>4 j i 
feet In diameter, and being perhaps 20 [ . 
j Xeet high on an average. The passages i 
are somewhat uniform, about three feet i 
high and arcli-shaped. The floor descends ' i 
gradually, and through tho further side j 
of tho third room a stream of water 
flow.s. Tho air is pure and fresh, so 
that there is evidently another opening i 
to the cave than that madp by the dyna- < 
mite. Further exploration was stopped | 
by tho wat4>r, but hy wading to tho next 
pas.sago the rays of a biill's-eye lantern | 
were thrown into the fourth room, and i 
it was seen to he very much larger than 
the others. Yelling into this passage i 
proiliiced reverberations which seemed 
to die away .at a great distance. It Is 
believed a natural wonder worth cxplor- i 
ing has hern disclosed, and a party bet- 
ter equipped will make a thorough tour 
of Iho cave. i

BIGHT DROWNED. | 

Fatal Ending of n Boating Exrnnlon on • 
Ijtke Watnppn, Mast. | 

At Watuppa Lake a party of twelve 
persons, comprising Samuel Wittles 
and wife, St.muel Wlttlea. jr.. Henry 
Wlttle, Willie W’ittles, Levina Buckley, ' 
Willie Buckley, Frederick Buckley, 
Willie Tumor, John Buckley, Edwin 
Wittles and George Ilammor, hired a * 
boat and wtmt rowing. There was 
a strong wind blowing, and the j 
w*ter tra* rnfCed. The hoqt into j 
which the psrty embarked was 
a common tt irteen-foot, flat-bottomed 
one, and the seating capacity is eight, ' 
and was too small to accommodate so | 
many people. The party finally was ; 
observed trying to work their way to- i 
ward shore, just north of the pumping 
station. This was difficult work, as tho 
water was rough, the wind strong and 
the rowers ir experienced. When tho 
boatload of pleasure-seekers was within 
twenty feet of the shore ono of tho 
children recked the boat. Tho men 
cautioned the child to remain quiet, 
but tho child was unmindful of 
this advice. Suddenly the boat 
capsized. Heart-rending cries rent tho 
air which were heard by Fireman Bul- 
lock, of the pumping station, and James 
Lafferty, but they were unable tS ren- 
der assistance. Mr. Turner was the only 
one in tho party who could swim. Ho 
grasped Mr. W’ittlos hy the waist and at- 
tempted to bring him to shore, and, al- 
though Mr. Wittles was a heavy man, 
Mr. Turner snccoeded In doing sa In 
the meantime, the women aero 
struggling in the water. Three or 
four parties on shoro cried to them 
to cling to the boat, but their failing 
strength was unequal to the task, and 
women and children sank out of sight. 
Four of the party had struck out for 
shore on their own hook and succeeded 
in reaching it in an exhausted condition. 
The following were drowned, their bod- 
ies being recovered later in the day: 
Samuel Wittles, aged fifty; Mrs. Wit- 
tles, aged forty-five; Henry Wittlexaged 
ten; Samuel Wittlex Jr., aged "twelve; 
I^cvina Bnckley, aged thirty-five; Fred 
Buckley, aged three; Willie Buckley, 
aged eight; Willie Turner, aged ninx 

HORSE WITH RABIBa 

Thrilling Hare For Life With the Madilened 
Animal. 

There is an ei^idcmic of hydrophobia 
in Breedx la., and its vicinity. Mad 
dogs are running loose throughout the 
country, and stock has suffered to a 
great extent John Uyno. a farmer, 
had a startling adventure with a borso 
that had been bitten hy a mad dog. 
Ryno was driving along a lonely road 
in a buckboard drawn by one horse. Ho 
heard the clatter of hoofs and saw a 
huge white horse pursuing him. Flakes 
of green saliva few from the jaws of tho 
mad brute, a-hilu its eyes were widely ex- 
panded. As tho animal tore aa-ay along 
the road it gave vent to unearthly 
shriekx Ryno realized it was a race for 
his lifo, and he lashed his own horse, 
now whinneylng with fear into a torrlfio 
run. The mad animal gained steadily, 
and was soon snapping and biting at the 
buck-board, a-heelsand at the driver and 
horse. Ryno lashed tho crazed animal 
continually a-itli liis whip, but it had no 
effect. When the horse of Ryno 
was about to fall from exhaus- 
tion a pastengor train ap- 
peared and attrai'tod tho mad horse's at- 
tention. After gazing at tho train for a 
moment the brute jumped a high fence 
and ran across a field and began a raco 
with tho passenger train. Tho engi- 
neer put on steam and the pxssengers 
raised windows tj see the race. Revol- 
vers were drawn and tho brute received 
a number of shots hut kept up the chase 
for half a mile, when it dropped in a fit 
and was subsequently killed by some

Judge Hindman, of the district court,

The first original package 
saloon of Mason City, la., was opened 
up by M. J. Collinx He has taken the 
agency for selling the goodx and, in 
case of litigation, the company will back 
him.

While the people of the village of St. 
Mahlen. near Hillesheim, Hanover, were 
assembled in the church, whither they 
had repaired to pray for the cessation of 
the hailstorms which have of late pre- 
vailed in that locality with damaging 
effect, the building was Struck by light- 
ning.

So 
e*nonnous is the* capital Invi*te?ii and so 
tdiafp is the conijK.titkm that even .a 
slight det*line in the value of iron lause* 
wide spread loss to eapitai aiul iineue*ss to 
lalKirers. Whi*rever iron can Ik? made at 
a csjst materially lower than the general 
run of e*ost in the great iron distric ts, 
there must lie a rapid shifting eif Initli 
capital anel ]Hi])uIation to tluit place. 
Spring City, Tenn., a beautiful town situ- 
ateel at the junction of the Cini’iunati 
Southern ami the Central Tennessee rail- 
wiiyB, anil within six miles of the junc- 
tion of the Te*nnetwe?e anel I’iney Rivers, 
has remarkable aelvantages as an iron 
prodm*ing e?enU*r. 

XIIK-IW-'N 

The competition of snOthem furnace* 
with the great easte*m eistablishnients is 
alri'ady keenly felt by them, and as the 
market conditions be?e*ome more ge*ni*rally 
known anel appreciated, tids competition 
must become distressing to the [East.

Elsewhere in to-day’s Climax apjiears 
the act in full emjioweriiig the voters of 
School Pstrict Xo. 2M to lioml an indcht- 
tiincHS to erei’t a school house. The elec- 
tion will lie held on Satunlay, June 21st. 
Tlie problem presentoil is not for or against 
the school house, but whether it shall lie 
Iwilt by the sale of bonds to run twenty 
yoars, or by a tax of 25 cents on the flOC. 
It seems to us clear that the bondeil in- 
dcbUslncss is the liettcr. The interest on 
$20,000 cannot exceed $1,200 a year ; and 
$1,(X)0 a year to tlie sinking fund makes a 
total of $2,200 i»er year tliat would have 
to be raised hy taxation. To soy nothing 
of the jxill tax, and excluding the pnqe 
erty of colored people, the tax re<jiiire<l 
to raise $2,200 jicr year will be imu-h less 
than the 25 i-ents on the $100 for so many 
years as will he nei'cssary to pay off the 
$20,000, as would lie necessary under the 
general scluxil law.

The 
two year-ol'ls have the kernel -tlie dark 
suhstami.* in the middle of the tooth’s 
crown — ground out oi all the fixmt teeth- 
In the thinl year the middle front of teeth 
are shifteil, an<l when three years old 
these are suhstitute<l by the permanent 
(or liorse) teeth, whieh are larger and 
more yellow' tiian tlx-ir preiletwioni. 
The next teeth are shifted in tlie fourth 
year, and the comer teeth in tSc fifth, 
giving place to the {lenuaneot nipiiers. 
At five years of age a home has ferty 
teeth, of whieh twenty-four are grinders, 
far back in the jaw, with which we liave 
little to do. But, be it remembered, 
horse* invariably bare tusbe* which 
mart* very rarely do. Before the age of 
six is arrived at the tush is full grown, 
and has a slight groove on iLs internal 
surface (whieh generally disap|X*ars with 
age, the tusk itself IxxiHning more round 
ami blunt), and at six the kemai or mark 
is worn out of the mkhlle front teeth. 
There will still be a difference of color in 
the center of the tooth. The tushes liave 
now attained their full growth, being 
nearly or quite an inch in length, convex 
without, eonrave within, tending to a 
{xiiut, and the extremity somewhat 
eurvt*d. Xow, or jierhaps some montha 
before, the horse may be sakl to have a 
perfect mouth. .At seven years the mark,

The crystalline lens of tbo eye i* 
situated just behind the pupil, and lies 
between two fluids, the aqueous In 
front, and the vitreous behind. Iti 
object is to focus the rays of light 
which pass through the pupil upon the 
retina behind, where they act u{xm 
the terminal ends of the optic nerve, 
and thus give vision. This lens seems 
to get Its sustenance from tho fluids in 
which It is immersed, and when dis- 
ease of its structure occurs, it prob- 
ably arises from some lack of proper 
nutrition from these sources. 

Perfect transpsirency of the lens is 
essential to good vision. When any 
portion of it becomes 0}>aqi’e, the en- 
trance of light is obstructed, or it 
passes through in an irregular man- 
ner, and loss of vLiion, more or less 
complete, results This condition of 
opaqueness constitute} what is known 
as a cataract. It may affect only a 
portion of tho Ions, or the whole may 
be so dense as to prevent the percep- 
tion of any object, though it can never 
of itself be so complete as to shut off 
entirely the sensation of light 

Cataract may, be congenital, or it may 
come on in youth or in adult Ufa 
but by far the majority of cases occur 
in persons over fifty years of ago, in 
whom it takes the name of senile cat- 
aract Generally there It. found some 
embarassment in the use of the eyes 
for a longer or shorter period before 
the opacity is visible to the cya 

l*be cloudiness usually has a definite 
starting point and from that place it 
may progress until the whole lens is 
inyolvi. d, or it may be arrested spon- 
tancoi;>’y in any part of its cour.«. 
Such ci. -cs of nrrest have given rise to 
the belief that certain nostrums will 
prevent the formation of cataract or 
will remove it 

In reality no moans are known of 
staying or preventing it Tho only 
hope lies in removing the mechanic^ 
obstruction by surglail methods. 

The form of cataract which follows 
an injury is explained by the fact that 
the capsule which surrounds the lens 
is ruptured, and a portion of the fluid 
onteia tbo lens and produces a sodden 
condition at one point from which the 
disintegration may continua 

There seems to be a predisposition 
to the formation of cataract in some 
people, for in elderly persons, when 
One eye has become affected, the other 
is very likely to pass through the same 
experience.

most satisfactory result to delay the 
operation until the cataract is “ripe," 
that period being tho time when it is 
most easily removed, one should never 
w^t until the sight is entirely lost, for 
there is danger that the process may 
go so far as to render any operation 
entirely fruitless.
